Territory abounds in mineral 
wealth has been made by repeated analysis of 
specimens brought in by various prospecting 
parties in different parts of the Territory, so 
manifest as to be now beyond a peradventure. 
That miners and the attendant influx of popu- 
lation will swarm over the face of the country 
during the ensuing season, is as certain as that 
effect follows cause, and thatit behooves th® 
commanity to be up and doing that the in- 
coming population may hot secure everything 
in advance, is a very natural sequence. 

The days of isolation from any but the most 
meagre communication with the outer world 
are happily past, and the time fast approach- 
ing when we shall here in Utah be forced by 
circumstances to recognize fully and fairly our 
dependence not only upon the Government: 
of which we do and must form an integral 
part, but also our amenability to the well 
established opinions of Christendom at large; 
and lest the disruption of prejudices implanted 
by unreasoning and quasi religious partizan- 
ship might be so sudden as to become danger- 
ous (like an overcharged piece by the recoil,) 
it is manifestly the duty of such as have in- 
fluence in the community and every part of 
it, to give heed to the signs of the times as 
well as to prepare the minds of the people 
therefor. In this way when another (and 
certainly, a very large) element of population 
shall have been superadded to our present 
numbets—the old and the new inhabitants 
instead of looking on each other as antagonis_ 
tic from the start, and thus incurring the 
danger of becoming really inimical, the one 
to the other, in the end—will co-operate har- 
monionsly, each in its proper sphere, and both 
working together for their own best interests, 
which concurring in this instance for the 
thorough developement of the resources of 
this Territory, must immediately operate to 
the benefit of every man, woman and child, 
throughout its entire extent. 

We know of no greater mistake, than the 
opinion, which a considerable intercourse 
with all classes in this Territory leads us to 
know to be the belief of a great majority of 
the leas enlightened portion of the present 
population, viz: that the influx of miners must 
necessarily be injurious te the farmers and 
others of Utah. We would ask any candid 
person entertaining such belief to put to him- 
self the question distinctly, in what way is 
this injury to be wrought? Is it by enhancing 
the price of the products of the farm? Surely 
that is a benefit to the farmer, and not alone, 


to him, but to the entire population, inasmuch re 


as the necessary abundance of money result- 
ing from the labor of the miners must more 
than counterbalance such enhanced prices. 
Let such @ person compare the amount of. 
money now in active and tangible circulation 
with the amount to be seen in Utah in the 
Spring of ’62 ; and if the neighboring mines of 
Idaho together with’ the presence of a smal! 
command of troops in our midst, bave already 
done so much toward ameliorating the con- 
dition of the people in this respect—how much 
more benefit is not to be expected when the
